April 28 (A P)— Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt, finding 
new' prob­ 
lems to tackle as the result of ris­ 
ing prices, issued a 
double warn­ 
ing Tuesday—to congress against 
boosting the cost of living, and to 
the public against speculation. 
At 
the same 
tim e 
he m ade 
known that Attorney General Cum­ 
mings had advised him that an 
overhauling of the anti-trust laws 
is in order. Cummings declared that 
these laws should be 
revamped to 
facilitate government action against 
monopolies. 
The President s 
utterances 
were 
made in an atmosphere contrasting 
sharply with that prevailing in the 
old days of depression and NRA. 
Then the emphasis was on policies 
to prevent “cut-throat” price slash­ 
ing, and the talk was o l relaxation 
of anti-trust laws. 
Since then in­ 
dustrial indices have moved far up­ 
ward. and talk now is of preventing \ 
a harmful boom. 
The president started the day by 
expressing concern to congress over 
rising living costs.

Besides they protect furni­ 
ture from dust and

Cool looking as well as cool j 
feeling materials are essential for j 
slip covers used in (he summer and ; 
it is best to choose a closely woven I 
material to keep dust from sifting 


through. And if they must be laun- ; 
dered, look for 
sanforized shrunk j 
material. 
Selection of slip cover material de­ 
pends upon the color and design in 
the rug and wallpaper. 
The cover 
color should fit into the solor scheme 
of the background of the room. With 
figured walls and rug a plain color 
is most .suitable.
